ribbon or the like' to constitute an internal 
loop or loops, as aforesaid, thus providing 
for greater security of -the contents of the 
box during transit. In order to provide 
against any tendency of tike ribbonor 
each ribbon or the like to move or slide 
towards either end of the box when tied, 
additional openings, euch as aforesaid, 
may be provided at opposite sides of the 
box, the ribbon or the like or each ribbon 
or the like being^ threaded through, the 
said openings prior to being tied. 
^ It will be appreciated that the inven- 
tion above described provides in a simple 
and efficient manner against the displace- 
ment or breakage of flowers or other con- 
tents within a box or case during transit.

6 This invention relates to boxes or cases 
and more particularly to boxes- or cases 
f dr use in carrying: flowers and the like, 
the chief object being to provide for the 
contents of boxes or cases of this charac- 

10 ter being held in position in a simple and 
efficient manner to prevent displacement 
or breakage thereof during- transit. 

According to this invention, the box or 
case is provided with openings whereby a 

16 piecci of ribbon, tape, cord or the like, or 
more than one piece of ribbon, tape, cord 
or the like, can be threaded through the 
said' openings to constitute an internal 
loop or loops through which, the contents 

20 are passed and held effectively in position 
thereby upon drawing the^ ends of the 
ribbon or ribbons or the like and tying 
the same exteriorly of the box. 
The box or case may be made of card- 

25 bdard, papier mache/ or other suitable 
material, and may be of any desired con- 
structional formation, having a lid or 
cover preferably forming an integral 
part of the box. The bottom of the box 

80 may be provided, for example, with two 
or more openings, preferably in the form 
of longitudinal slote. spaced from one 
aritfther transversely of the box, so as to 
permit a piece of ribbon, tape 4 cord or

larly described and ascertained in and by 
the following statement : — 
This invention relates to boxes or cases 
70»and more particularly to boxes or cases 
for use in carrying flowers and the like, 
the chief object being to provide "for the 
contents of boxes or cases of this character 
being held in position in a mdTe simple 
75 and mor efficient manner than* heretb- 
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fore, in order to prevent displacement or 
breakage of the contents during transit. 

It may be here stated that in Specifica- 
tion No. 406,357 there is claimed a box 
for garments and other articles, having, 
one or more transverse braces and one or 
more longitudinal braces -taking {he 
place of a flyleaf, all or any of the said 
braces having one end secured to tne side 
or end wall of the box, or both ends being 
free and threaded through slots in the 
wall of the box, the securing of such., end 
being effected by lacingthe end of a trace 
from the inside of the box to the outside 
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thereof through a slot in the bottom of the 
box, up one side or end wall, through a 
slot in such wall to the interior of the 
box, then carried up over the top edge of 
5 the wall, after which it passes down- 
wardly and through another slot in the 
said wall to the interior and finally out- 
wardly through the first mentioned slot 
in the wall , to the exterior in buckle 

10 fashion, the other end of the brace being 
passed over the contents and just the same 
. operations .as those „ above stated- are 
•• affected and sufficient length of brace 
remains for sticking down or fox use in 

15 securing the lid, each brace end being 
then stuck down independently. It is 
also proposed to provide slots in the walls 
of the lid for the braces.. /In the present 
invention, however, the threading of the 

20 ribbon,, or each .rjhbou, or the like, here- 
inafter referred to, is not effected in the 
manner above set forth, the ribbon or 
* each ribbon or the. like being not carried 
up over the top edge of the box. 

25 According io the present invention • 
there ip provided a box or case having 
openings in the bottom thereof through 
which a piece, or more than one piece, of 
ribbon^ tape, cord or the like is threaded 

30 to provide en internal loop . or loops for 
the contents, the ends, of the ribbon, or 
each ribbon, or .the .like, , after, .being 
threaded through the said openings, being 
extended exteriorly of, the bottom .of the 

85 box towards two opposite sides thereof,., 
thence into the box through one of a pair 
of openings in each of the said two oppo- 
site sides of the box, and* finally, out- 
wardly through the other opening of the 

40 said pair, the contents being held. in posi- 
tion upon drawing the ends of the ribbon, 
or each ribbon, or the like, and tying or 
securing the ends exteriorly of the Dox - 
or case. . 

45 In order that the said invention may 
be clearly understood and readily carried 
into effect, the same will now be described 
more fully, by way of example, with 
reference to the accompanying drawing, 

60 in which :— 

Kgure 1 is a perspective -rierf of a box . 
or case embodying the invention, the lid , 
being closed, 
-Figure 2 is a similar ^iew to Figure 1, . 

55 but showing the lid opened, 

Figure 8 is an inverted perspective 
view of the box or case, and 

[Figure "4 is a cross-sectional view, on 
an enlarged scale, taken approximately 

80 on "the line as—as, Kgure 1. ; 

Bef erring to the drawing, 1 denotes the 
box! or case^ which may be made of card- 
board, papier mache, or other suitable . 
material, and may be of anv. desired con- 

65 struetional "f rmation, the 'box having a 



lid or cover S preferably forming an 
integral part thereof. The bottom of the 
b x is provid d intermediate the ends 
thereof with two or more openings, such 
as in the f rm of slots 3, spaced from one 70 
another transverseb- of the box, so as to 
permit a piece 4 of ribbon, tape, cord or 
the like to be passed through the said 
openings and constitute an internal loop 
5, or more than one internal loop, accord- 75 
ing to the number of transversely spaced 
slots or openings provided, by means of 
which loop or loops the contents are held 
in position upon drawing the ends of the 
ribbon or the like and tying or securing 80 
the same exteriorly of the box, preferably 
at the top of the lid or cover thereof. In 
the example shown, the contents consist 
of flowers 6 the stems of which are passed 
through and held by the loop 5. as in the 85 
..manner indicated in Figures 2 and 4. 

If desired, two or more seta of the said 
openings 3 may be provided in the bottom 
of theliox, each set having associated 
. therewith a piece of ribbon or the like to 90 
constitute an internal loop or loops, and 
thus afford greater securrfcv of the con- 
tents of the. box during Iransit. For 
example, in lieu of, or in addition to, the 
centrally disposed slots or openings 3 95 
shown, two sets of such openings may be 
provided, as denoted bv broken lines at 7 
and .8, PiguraS. 

In order to provide against any 
tendency of the ribbon, or each ribbon, 100 
or the like to move or slide towards either 
end of the box when tied, additional 
openings, such as in the form of slots 9, 
are provided at opposite sides of the box, 
the ribbon, or each ribbon, or the like, 105 
being passed through the said openings 
prior to being tied or secured. 

In the example shown, the lid 2 is also 
provided with openings, such as in the 
form- of slots 10, through which the 110 
ribbon, or each ribbon, or the like, is 
passed prior to being tied or secured, 
m It will be appreciated that the inven- 
tion above described provides in a simple 
and efficient manner against the displace- 115 
ment or breakage of flowers or other con- 
, tents .within, a box or case during transit. 

Having now particularly described and 
ascertained the nature of my said inven- 
tion and in what manner the same is to 120 
be performed, .1 declare that what I 
claim is;~ 

1. A box or case having openings in the 
bottom thereof through which a piece, or 
more than one piece, of ribbon, tape, cord 126 
or the Lie. is threaded to provide an 
internal loop, or loops for the contents, the 
ends of the ribbon* or each ribbon, or the 
like, after being- threaded through the 
said openings, being extended exteriorly 180 
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of the bottom of the box towards tw ppo- ribbon or each ribbon or the like, prior to 
site aides thereof, thence into ike box being tied or secured, are provided in the 
through on of a pair of openings, in each lid r cover f the b x or case.
